Claims 1-59 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(4), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an apparatus and 
its corresponding method for monitoring a displayed VOD program comprising the steps of determining a first set of metering 
information based on a first set of data collected at a subscriber site, determining a second set of metering information based on a 
second set of data reported by at least one of a VOD server and a headend, and determining a third set of data based on the second 
set of data, then combining the first and third sets of metering information to credit the displayed VOD program as cited in claims 1 
and 49, and similarly in claims 33 and 46 with further encrypted identifier feature, with further personal data keys 
further including a metering record hasting unit and a hashed metering database processor as in claim 55.
